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Joseph Porritt @ Sons—Felts, é&c. 


Felts and all the allied materials used by 
paper-makers are an expensive and important 
item for consideration. As in many cases ex- 
perience has proved that the best feltings are, 
in the end, the cheapest, and I propose to illus- 
trate the solidity of this maxim by describing 
the processes employed in making the best felts, 
your readers willat once discover how much 
care and practical knowledge, together with the 
best materials, are requisite to produce a good 
felt. 

Being in Manchester it is but a short run to 
Helmshore by the L. and Y. Railway. Here 
*mid the hills and streamlets are many factories, 
whose shafts pop up in all directions. The large 
stone buildings in the valley west of the station 
are Sunny Bank Mills, where Joseph Porritt & 
Sons are continually making felts and other 
paper-making textures. 

Having walked along the stream side for a 
quarter of a mile, I reached a long new stone 
building, wherein are all appliances for the re- 
covery of grease and oi! discharged in the pro- 
cess of cleansing wool. Adjoining this is a 
complete fitters’ shop, steam hammers, lathes, 
&c., a carpenter’s shop and every convenience 
for keeping things in proper working order. 
The new office is opposite, fitted up in the new- 
est and most perfect style. In the private office 
a telephone is in connection with Mr. Porritt’s 
house, about a quarter of a mile off, and com- 
munication is kept up thereby with the utmost 
regularity. 

The firm of Joseph Porritt was founded in 
1808 by Joseph Porritt, and continued by him to 
1833, then by his son Joseph,to 1°68, and now by 
his son William John Porritt, under the style or 
firm of Joseph Porritt & Sons. The name is 
wedded somewhat to the felt trade, there being 
other very good firms of asimilar name. The 
present one, however, may be considered the 
original firm, Jhough there is no ‘‘ Joseph Por- 
ritt” connected with it; but, in consideration of 
the memory and many old and valued associa- 
tions of Joseph Porritt, the founder, his name is 
still retained. 

Under the guidance of Mr. Porritt’s sons, I 
was enabled to see the entire establishment. and 
I was certainly very much impressed with the 
immense capital that seemed requisite for mak- 
ing felts. To make the quantity of machinery 
and plant more striking, its quality, mostly new, 
and the great stone buildings and * big” char- 
acter of the whole establishment, added to the 
effect, and I am sure your readers would share my 
surprise were they to see a new woolen felt mill, 
new and perfectly equipped. 

The first room we entered, direct from the 
office, was the stock room. Here are numerous 
bins, so large as to contain £1,000 to £1,500 worth 
of wool in each. Many were filled with the picked 
wools of England, Wales, and Scotland, Aus- 
tralia, India, and many other countries. Some 
wools were white, some gray, and others black. 
For the best felts the South Down wool is used 
chiefly. It is necessary, however, to blend to- 
gether various qualities of wool to produce a 
good wool for wear. Thus, no felt can be made 
strictly of one special fleece. It is found that the 
best results are from judicious mixing and inter- 
weaving of wools in certain regulated propor- 
tions. This, I presume, is a parallel operation 
with the mixing or blending of teas to produce 
the best and nicest tea. 

The fleeces or sheep skins are brought to the 
works in wagons, and are lifted at once to the 
top story of the building—above the stock room. 
There several men cut the wool and sort it ac- 
cording to quality. All this is done by hand, 
and under the strictest surveillance. Trap doors 
in the floor communicate with the bins below, 
and the assorted wool descends into “stock,” 
ready for use in the factory. 

The factory is avery large building of fine 
stone, It has four stories, which are reached by 
a stone staircase some eight feet wide. A steam 
lift ascends to the top floor, calling at the others, 
and does the work of transport in the factory, 
carrying immense quantities of goods up and 
down. This lift is twelve feet by eight feet, and 
is a room in itself. It is fitted with the well 
known (but little used) safety gear, so that no 
fall can occur. Upon the walls, in convenient 
positions, are coils of hose, both water and steam. 
Some portions of the mill, where the slightest 
tendency to danger arises, are fireproof, so that 
so far as fire is concerned, the factory may be 
said to be perfectly secure. 

We follow the wool from the stock room to 
the third floor of the factory, where we see it 
opened out and oiled by a machine, which 
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throws a spray of the best olive oil upon it. 
This room is protected by fire-proof walls. 
From here the oiled wool goes up to the fourth 
floor and we with it by the hoist, and we are 
now in a room which seems the very idea of per- 
petual motion itself. By peculiar machines— 
carding machines—the wool is “scribbled” and 
“carded.” The wool seems to submit quietly to 
the “‘scribbler,” which seizes it, winds it about 
and twiste ~ into a woolen rope about as thick 
as one’s #7 i ™he carder then levels the rope 
a 
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rope and spins it into fin. ~ reads, winding it 
around bobbins, which are reels of smaller size 
than the others. These bobbins are nicely and 
neatly packed into baskets and sent by the ever- 
useful hoist in thousands down to the third floor 
again, where they are twisted, warped and 
beamed by the usual machinery. The process 
isa somewhat complicated one and difficult to 
describe. The bobbins contain the wool in a 
state of “single threadiness,” if I may coin such 
a word. Now to make the wool stronger and able 
to work into a better texture, some of these 
threads are twisted and warped. Of course, like 
plaiting, the wool threads became stronger, be- 
cause union is strength, and three or four twist- 
ings wil] enable the woolen thread to stand a lit- 
tle more tension in the loom. The bobbins go 
now from the third floor to the looms, where 
they are utilized in two ways. One set of bob- 
bins supply the warp, that is, the longitudinal 
thread, and the stronger of the two; and an- 
other set of bobbins supply the weft, or the wool 
which is woven transversely. The loom then 
combines the two motions—long and side—and 
weaves the wool intoa felt. But whoof the un- 
initiated would suppose the textile upon the 
loum to be a felt ? . 


It looks smooth and like a piece of nice new 
canvas, in all respects, even to color. I could 
scarcely believe I saw a felt. But patience is a 
virtue. I may say there are in the loom rooms 
50 looms used for woollen goods. Each loom is in 
charge of the same hands; indeed, the looms are 
known as ‘“ Jack’s loom” or ‘ Tommy’s loom,” 
&c. The width of these looms astonished me 
also. The usual width is about 20 to 21 feet. Of 
course, in the after processes, the felts shrink 
considerably, to one-third and eveu one-half tt eir 
loom width. I saw one loom nearly 250 inches 
wide, upon which some of the enormous 120-inch 
machine felts were made, I also saw several 
felts finishing which were destined for your side. 
I may safely say that your buyers would not 
own them if they were to see them direct off the 
looms. 


Some looms made endless felts, but most are 
made in piece and are joined or spliced by 
women, either ina room in the factory or at 
home. This splicing is, without exception, as 
clever a thing as it is possible to witness, and, as 
my guides truly informed me, a good splice defies 
detection. Of course very great skill and ex- 
treme care are requisite to do this job, but it is 
done perfectly. There, in aroom provided with 
avery large window, every felt undergoes the 
most severe and critical examination as to its 
perfect texture, that no lumps, thin places or 
any unevenness exist. Our paper making readers 
will readily comprehend the necessity of this 
precaution. 

Now we descend to the ground floor and see 
the canvas-looking felt covered with fuller’s 
earth, and then put into a fulling stock. This is 
a sort of curved tank, where the felt is well 
hammered by wooden mallets of enormous size, 
worked by steam. There are a great number of 
these fulling stocksin this room, which were 
and are ever at work, night and day. The felt 
under the fulling it undoubtedly receives begins 
to look different. It looks fluffy and has a 
woolly appearance. The fulling also cguses the 
felt to contract. Beside every stock is a measure 
marked out in the stone floor. As soon as the 
felt acquires its right dimension (ascertained by 
repeated trials upon the measure) it is removed, 
and the tank or the stock is filled with a cold 
solution of soap in water and the felt is fulled 
again until quite clean. Now, when taken out, 
I immediately recognized our well known paper 
making friend—the felt. An entire stranger be- 
fore,I now met a familar, clean, snow-white 
object, not at all disguised. The felts are now 
folded and laid aside to drain off excess of water. 
By and by the felt isdry enough to examine, 
and if everything be right it goes to be napped. 
But if anything be wrong an investigation sets 
in, which is conducted as follows: Every felt has 
a number, which can always be referred to in 
case of complaint of any defect in the felt. The 
number quoted is traced to the fulling men, 
thence to the loom men and soon. In every 
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case there is a distinct path of inquiry, and the 
making of the felt can be traced right up to the 
mixing or blending of the wools, where it is just 
possible the complaint may be justified and an 
error detected. 

The ‘‘ nap” is put upon the felt as follows: The 
felt is stretched upon a roller, which draws it 
over a drum, revolving quickly against it. This 
drum is like a hair-brushing machine on a big 
scale. Instead of bristles teazles are used. 
These curious things are the produce of regular 
cultivation in France. They have a stem 
which culminates in a top or tuft of very bristly 
leaves, the tips of which are up-turned and 
rather stiff. These teazles are fitted tightly in 
rows into the drum, and revolving at very high 
speed against the felt, raise a portion of the 
wool, and thereby produce what is known as the 
“nap.” If I may descend to a joke, I should say 
there is not an ’appier process in felt making. It 
is performed while ths felt is damp. The felt, 
now complete, goes to a room heated by steam 
pipes, where it soon gets dry, and is ready for 
packing. 

There are about 200 hands employed at this 
factory. The motive power consists of one beam

and two horizontal engines, which are supplied 
by steam from two very fine boilers, 35 feet 
by 7 feet. Various pumps of course are in every 
day working, and two hydraulic presses and 
four screw presses are at work for shipping 
orders. There isin the press room a machine 
for removing the loose wool from the inside of 
couch roll covers. 

These (felts, of course) are a great specialty at 
Helmshore, and a very large stuck is kept of all 
sizes. I saw several bales of felts, all packed 
and going to the United States. By this time 
they have doubtless arrived. The firm owns two 
sandstone quarries adjacent to the works, whence 
a good supply of stone has been and is still to be 
had. Water is a consideration of no mean 
character. The Helmshore Works are par- 
ticularly well off in this respect, as the firm has 
the entire control and rights over the beautiful 
clear stream, which actually runs down past the 
mill. Two large reservoirs also keep up a good 
and never-failing supply. 

The consumption of wool averages about 
thirty packs—between three and four tons— 
weekly, and the stock being heavy a large 
capital is represented in this item alone. 

Altogether—perhaps from the sight being 
novel—my visit to Heln:shore was a very grati- 
fying event. Iwas astonished and delighted 
with the vastness, cleanliness, and general 
ensemble of the works. It is needless to add that 
as the representative of THe JouRNAL I met 
with the most cordial reception and such 
business encouragement as the present bad times 
might well excuse.

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Improvement in Seams for Woven Wire 
in Paper-Machines. 





The object of this invention is to make a seam 
which, while being easy to make, may be made 
of wire as large as the wire of which the sheet 
is made; one in which the stitches shall be shorter 
and more numerous than in those now in use, 
and a stitch which will neither project nor allow 
the edges to project above the surface of the 


cloth, It consists in first raveling out several 
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threads of either the warp or filling, then bend- 
ing the projecting ends backward, and afterward 
drawing the edges together with a wire running 
over and around the outer strand. 

In the accompanying drawings, Figure 1 isa 
view of this seam as seen from the outside. 
Figure 2 is a view of a piece of woven wire, 
showing the steps taken preparatory to making 
the seam; and Figure 3 is a side view of one 
wire or strand after being bent. 

To make this seam, which is intended for use 
on all woven wire in paper-machines, but more 
especially for covering cylinders and dandy- 
rolis, the sheet is cut from one-fourth to three- 
eighths of an inch larger than required to form 
the cylinder. The edges which are to be brought 
together are then unraveled. This leaves the 
ends projecting, as at f’, Fig. 2. The projecting 
ends are then bent backward on the side which 
is to be the inside, carrying each wire back as 
far as it will bend without bending the strand 
against which it bears, This will leave the edges 
as shown at the upper part of Fig. 2, leaving 
each alternate wire f, bent around the strand c, 
and those between bent around the strand d, 
thus allowing the wire or strand ¢ to turn, as 
seen in Fig. 1. It will be seen that the same re- 
sult will be accomplished if the wires j were cut 
off back of the strand c, as this would allow the 
strand c to turn as described. 

The edges then being brought together are se- 
cured with the wire r running around the wires 
ec (see Fig. 1). The wires of strands c c turn- 
ing allow the wire r to be of the same size as the 
wire of the cloth; and the crimp in the wires c 
prevents any slippiug side motion, which might 
result were these strands straight. This crimp 
also gives a pout, into which the thread or wire r 
slips as soon as drawn tight. It is said that this 
seam joins the edges much more securely than 
with other seams, as the connecting wire r passes 
from side to side oftener than in any other seam 
now in use, the stitch in this seam being as often 
as each alternate mesh. It will be seen that the 
same result will be accomplished if the warp be 
drawn out, instead of the filling, preparatory to 
bending the projecting ends backward.

The state of trade keeps much about the same. 
There is a very decided rise in the raw material 
markets. Rags have risen considerably during 
the week. I hear, indeed, that middle and low 
classed grades of rags have advanced quite £1 
per ton since the opening of the week. I don’t 
know that any very large sales have been made. 
Some Scotch firms have been buying, but not in 
our market. Esparto has risen again, but I 
think the limit has been reached. The floods in 
Spain have not had very much to do with the 
esparto fields. But they will have, if it is pos- 
sible. However, the sudden excitement has 
reached fever heat now, and I expect some 
movement of a downward tendency next. 

Yet even now, with these rises, raw materials 
are cheap. Fancy esparto at £13, instead of £9 
10, and caustic soda £22, instead of £9 15. 1 
well remember these prices, and paper-makers 
did not fail then. It is true that at that time 
paper was dearer. No paper was then taken on 
order and made for 2}¢d., less 10 per cent. 

The chemical market has had an even more 
sudden and more marked excitement than the 
others. Everything is up. Indeed, bleaching 
powder is now some 30s. per ton dearer than a 
fortnight ago. Yet it still is cheap. 

Mill news is particularly scarce this week. 
I believe the *‘ pollution” business is still being 
carried on at the Thames paper mills. I met 
some of the paper-makers of that unfortunately 
delicate part of the country, who told me that 
sampling was still going on. 

I was staying at a hotel the other day where 
several paper trade people also stayed, and I 
heard as a toast, ‘‘The Queen and the Paper 
Trade.” This isa capital notion, and one that 
might be embodied at every dinner or supper 
where the trade is represented. 

There was quite a little ‘‘do” last evening at 
the private house of a very well known man in 
the trade. The fact is, it was a christening 
party, and many pleasant hours were spent. 
Nobody went “home till morning,” and every- 
thing was very comfortable. I and a paper- 
maker, during the gayety of the supper table, 
had a confidential chat in an undertone about 
trade. We compared many notes and came to 
the conclusion that there was a brighter look- 
out, so we had a very quiet toast to ‘‘The Paper 
Trade,” in which some ‘‘of the company heartily 
joined,” 
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I send you a description of the felt-manufact- 
uring process as carried on at Helmshore Works, 
at Manchester. These works belong to Joseph 
Porritt & Sons, who doa very extensive trade 
with America in paper-making felts. I have 
seen many factories in various parts of the 
world, but I think these mills for arrangement, 
for machinery and solidity of premises are the 
finest | have seen for a very long time. Josey +h 
Porritt & Sons are represented ably in New 
York by F. Bredt & Co., who will attend to all 
American business. 

I inclose you a sample sheet of paper made at 
Culter Mills, Aberdeen, by the well-known firm 
who own the works, from the new fibre I spoke 
of last week. The paper is somewhat dirty, 
owing to the imperfections always attending an 
experiment with a new fibre.

There is no doubt, to a practical eye, that a 
sound, clear sheet of paper can be made from 
this cane. I shall hear shortly what the firm in- 
tends doing with the fibre it has in its posses 
sion. 

The other day I was shown some samples of 
pulp prepared from “something which grew 
within a few miles of London, and which could 
be had in any quantity.” This rather vague as- 
sertion, coupled with the appearance of the 
fibre, is quite incapable of concealing our old 
friend, the hop bine. The pulp is bleached, but it 
is short. The people who are handling it will 
soon find this out. It is said that “it is not 
wood.” It looks rather like it, but hop bine, 
after all, is nothing more or less than wood. 

It would be an interesting topic for discussion, 
What is the exact line between a “ grass” and a 
“wood” fibre. Taking esparto as one instance 
and aspen as the other, it would be interesting 
to classify the intermediate fibres. For instance, 
hop bine—what is it? If young, it is more like 
& grass; but when old it has a tough bark and 
has every appearance of a tree in miniature. 
Bamboo, again, when very young, and especiaily 
when first springing from seed, isa grass, both 
botanically and to all appearances; but when 
full grown it is as much a grass asa man is a 
baby. I have seen a bamboo turn the finest 
steel ax. The palm, plantain and other fibres, 
which are trees in growth, are more like the 
grass fibre in texture when young. W. F. C.

Cuicaco, November 18, 1879. 

At last writing the paper trade was somewhat 
agitated over demands for stock and the prices 
asked for same. Such an unsettled condition of 
affairs was never known. It was similar to the 
excitement in the Board of Trade when wheat 
advanced to high rates recently. 

The combined efforts of both mannfacturers 
and dealers of paper in maintaining fixed prices 
caused buyers to take hold the sharper before 
another rise was made. Buyers would go about 
visiting the different dealers to get prices, and 
then patronize the cheapest man. A few dealers 
cut rates a trifle to make sales. Such will be the 
case as long as competition exists. ‘‘ Business is 
business.” 

Chicago is noted for its rivalry in trade. 
“ Anything to make sales; if we don’t make 
much at first, the future will make us even.” 
Trade is good, with large and increasing de- 
mands, and a prospective prosperous winter for 
paper dealers. 

The only apprehension is that the advances in 
paper, caused by the demand, and no stock in 
hand to supply the same, may bring about a re- 
action, which will be disastrous to the trade. 
The recent rains throughout the entire country 
may help some, unless frost should come very 
soon. The action of the meeting of the Miami 
Valley Wrapping Paper Association, recently 
held at Cincinnati, has had its effects on the 
market. 

The Chicago division of the American Paper- 
Makers’ Association meets on the 25th inst. I 
am glad to notice that the editor of Taz Parer 
TRADE JOURNAL is urging the call for a general 
meeting of paper-makers of the country. It 
certainly will prove beneficial if its friends 
would only push the matter more. Let us hear 
from others. 

A large delegation of the trade from New 
York was in the city last week. 

Business among paper-stock dealers has not 
changed a great deal, though it was thought the 
excitement with them was over. If there be a 
branch of trade that needs encouragement it is 
this. It has been having for so longa time the 
smallest possible margins on capital invested 
that those who carried on business by borrowed 
capital have suffered. [ am glad to notice the 
change for the better; quotations are high, par- 
ticularly print and woolen rags. 

Ihave just learned that another flurry was 
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caused at the close of last week in the paper- 
stock market.

paper has not kept pace with the advance in the 
cost of stock and materials, there is a faint feel- 
ing of hope still left in the breasts of the fra- 
ternity that there will soon result some benefit 
to them from an increased price for their product. 

In this region the supply of straw is much 
lighter than for years, and a brisk trade in it by 
outside speculators, as well as liberal prices 
offered for it by the mills, have caused it to ad- 
vance almost out of the reach of the paper- 
makers, who can hardly feel justified in paying 
high prices for it without a consequent advance 
in the price of paper, which they cannot sustain 
without co-operation. 

Straw is being bought up freely here at $15 
per ton, an increase of 200 per cent. over the 
price in September, which was $5. 

Wood pulp has advanced from 244 to 3 cents, 
and chemicals have gone up 40 to 80 per cent. 
Freights are higher. Coalisup. Labor is clam- 
oring for an increase in wages, and, in short, 
everything tends to one conclusion, viz., that 
paper-makers must either have been making 
some money, or are now losing heavily. In any 
event it is very evident that paper must go up. 

Some mills in this section not being stocked 
with straw cannot now get it at any price, as the 
farmers are holding for a still greater rise, and I 
know of one or two mills that are supplying 
their trade with an excellent paper composed 
largely of rags and some wood, and it evidently 
gives satisfaction, as they are overrun with or- 
ders. 

D. & W. Pemble, of this place, are rebuilding 
their mill without stopping work, having erected 
a substantial brick structure directly inclosing 
their old mill, and it is evident that they mean 
to retain their position in the trade as makers of 
superior strawboard. 

Mosher & Judd are making a superior bag 
paper from flax and jute. This they ship largely 
West. 

H. J. Medbery, of Mechanicsville, is increasing 
his capacity, and hopes to make six tons per 
day of straw news and print paperssoon. He is 
now making a splendid quality of rag news. 
Straw being scarce at present, he is obliged to 
use considerable wood pulp, which being made 
by a peculiar patented process produces a 
superior paper, not liable to change color with 
age or exposure. 


D. A. Bullard & Sons, of Schuylerville, are on | 


full time and full of orders. They grind their 
own wood pulp and make a very nice paper. 

J. McLean, of Ballston, is working full time, 
and finds a ready market for his product. 

C. Kilmer & Sonsend their entire product to 
the Sun—some two tons daily. 

Frank Gilbert, of Waterford, is pushed with 
orders, and is making a good rag and wood 
paper, and now uses some straw also. 

S. A. Parks, of Glen’s Falls, says that trade is 
very good, has plenty of orders, but prices are 
not yet what they should be to make trade satis- 
factory. 

The Fort Edward and Sandy Hill Mills are 
now working full time on hanging and news. 

A new straw board mill has just been started 
at Jamesville, in this county, by Gray & Co., 
being in the mill recently sold them by Geo. 
West, 

Geo. West has his new mill at Ballston about 
completed, and will start the engine next week. 
This will enable him to produce about fifteen 
tons of bag papers daily in all his mills. His 
reputation on these papers is second to none. 
He also produces a large quantity of bags, and 
always has a ready market for them.

THE MONEY MARKET.—The money market 
was easy during the greater portion of the 
week, and the ruling rates for call loans ranged 
from 5 to7 per cent. on railway and miscella- 
neous collaterals. Prime mercantile paper was 
quoted at 544 to7 percent. This easier feeling 
in the market was due in a great measure to the 
disbursements by the Treasury on account of 
the bonds purchased for the sinking fund, and 
also to the return of the money recently with- 
held for specuiative purposes. The belief is 
generally entertained that’ the Treasury will 
soon make additional purchases of bonds for the 
sinking fund, and this, in connection with the 
continued influx of gold from Europe, leads to 
a hopeful view in regard to the monetary situa- 
tion for the remainder of the year. 

Government bonds were firm and slightly 
higher under a good demand, with the exception 
of 6’s of 1880 and 1881, which declined about 1 
per cent. on the announcement that the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury would pay no more than 
106 for bonds for the sinking fund. The other 
issues advanced @1¢ per cent., with a gcod 
investment inquiry for 4’s, 44¢’s and 5’s through- 
out the week. 

The Sterling Exchange market was steady 
and firm in tone, with rates well maintained 
and the aggregate of business of considerable 
magnitude. The firm tone which prevailed was 
principally due to the fact that commercial bills 
were not plentiful for prompt delivery, but the 
large amounts of cotton, grain and provisions 
yet to go forward insures an ample supply of 
these bills for the requirements of all classes of 
remitters.

THE PAPER TRADE.—It is too early yet to 
experience any good effects of the recent rain- 
fall, but it must eventually result in an increased 
supply entering the market. Although the rain 
was of short duration, it is said to have fallen in 
considerable volume in many sections of the 
country. The advance in the price of paper has 
been firmly sustained on account of an increased 
demand, the limited production and higher 
prices for the raw material. It is claimed, with 
some degree of truth, that a large part of the 
recent demand for paper has been speculative, 
to supply future wants and to discount any 
further advance in prices. This demand has so 
far been kept up, particularly for the coarser 
grades of papers, but the finer qualities have felt 
it less, because they were advanced in price less 
in proportion, and it remains to be seen what 
will be the effect on the demand of any consid- 
erable increase in the supply. It may be nar- 
rowed down to a legitimate consumptive call, in 
which case, if the cost of manufacture is not in- 
creased in the meantime, much higher prices 
would not be warranted. In Fine Writings, 
while the mills are generally fully engaged on 
orders, some of the dealers report a falling off in 
their trade, owing to less doing among the 
printers and stationers. The call for Book pa 
pers continues very active and without any par- 
ticular change. It has been a matter of some 
comment that Super-calendered paper rules so 
low at its present price, that, quality considered, 
it is the cheapest of any grade on the list. The 
demand for News shows no abatement. Prices 
are held very firm and manufacturers claim 
very little margin, on the ground that the cost 
of straw, wood pulp, rags and other materials 
is higher in proportion than the prices for pa- 
per. We hear of parties refusing offers to con- 
tract for Straw News at 6%(c., and ask 7c. There 
is probably less speculative inquiry for Manilla 
papers than for any other grade. The character 
of the transactions seems to indicate that most 
_ of it goes into immediate consumption. It has 
been asserted that if the product of the mills was 
one-third greater the market could easily take it 
all. No further advance in price has been made 
since last week, although Jute Butts are a lit- 
tle firmer and bave an upward tendency. 
The continued scarcity of air-dried Straw Boards 
has led the dealers to add $5 per ton to the price, 
Speculation has shown itself very plainly in 
this market, as within the past three weeks very

ticularly new to record of Binders’ Boards. The 
straw wrapping dealers continue to maintain 
their prices very firmly, and the demand is very 
good, particularly for light weight paper, of 
which there has been a scarcity, but the proba- 
bilities are that the supply will soon be larger 
from the effects of the rain several days ago. 


JUTE BUTTS.—There have been no arrivals 
during the past week. The sales aggregate 10,- 
000 to 15,000 bales, at 34,@3%/c. The cost of im- 
portation from Calcutta increases daily, and 
freights continue to advance there. The last 
quotation was $13 per ton, and some sanguine 
parties are predicting $18 in the near future. 
The market closes strong with another boom im- 
pending. 

WOOD PULP.—Reports from a number of 
the larger mills are to the effect that the rain- 
fall early in the week has benefited them so that 
they are enabled to run very near their full ca- 
pacity. Even with this largely increased daily 
production, it will be some time before the sup- 
ply is equal to the demand, as the mills gener- 
ally have so many orders booked ahead, while 
some have made contracts for all their product. 
Sales are reported of a number of car-loads of 
Combination Pulp at 3\¢c., but this is not to be 
understood as the ruling price of that make of 
pulp, as the necessities of the purchasers render 
the transactions somewhat exceptional. We 
continue our former quotations of 3c. for 
ground Wood Pulp made under the Voelter 
process, and },c. less for stock made by outside 
parties. The present quotation of the American 
Wood Paper Company’s chemical fibre is 43c. 
A scarcity and large demand for this article at 
the West would seem to be indicated by the 
frequent inquiries made recently from that sec- 
tion to brokers and dealers here. 


FOREIGN RAGS AND PAPER STOCK.— 
The ideas of importers and manufacturers are 
yet so wide apart that most of the new trans- 
actions are those of necessity. The manufact- 
urers are to a great extent holding off, looking 
to a lowering of prices from the present, while on 
the other band importers claim that there is a 
growing scarcity in foreign markets, and that 
the increasing cost of importation will lead to 
even higher figures than those now ruling. 
Speculation has been a feature of this market 
for some weeks, and a reaction is predicted by 
many to occur inside of ninety days, and buyers 
are advised to exercise caution in their pur- 
chases, The arrivals for the week foot up 3,119 
bales Rags, 5,463 bales Paper Stock, and 406 
bales of Manillas. Included in the transactions 
reported were 40 bales 8. S. Linens at 45¢@4'c., 
35 tons Berlin White Cottons at 44@4%c., 25 
tons London Seconds at 38@31¢c., by the same 
parties who are now delivering them at 2%c., 
200 tons French Folded News on contract at 
2}<c., 10 tons Mixed English Letters and Ledgers 
at 3%¢c., and 45 tons German Census Paper on 
private terms—understood to be at about 2%<c. to 
3c.

COAL.—The market for Anthracite coa) has 
been a very active one during the past week, 
and unusually so for Lehigh qualities, in which 
there is more of a rush than is usual at this sea- 
son of the year. Saward’s Coal Trade Journal 
says: ‘‘ Wholesale dealers and shippers of An- 
thracite have really no cause to complain of the 
state of trade with them. To be sure the rate is 
not yet up to the range of a year ago, but the 
outlook is now the reverse of what it then was. 
There is now the very cheering intelligence that 
the market is taking all the coal that can be for- 
warded, and the orders now booked—many of 
them at current rates at the time of delivery— 
are sufficient to keep all hands employed to the 
middle of December, at least. With a unanim- 
ity of action that is pleasing to behold (at least 
to the miner, carrier and laborer), the several 
companies have issued circulars establishing an 
advance in rates. Operators are complaining of 
lack of cars sufficient to fill the orders that come 
to hand. The line trade continues to absorb sé 
great a percentage that the receipts at tide are 
not enough to admit of any decline in prices. 
The coal men in Pittsburg bave at last hada 
chance to ship off the coal that has been laden 
so long and waiting for arise in the waters, and 
there will be no more cry about coal famines in 
the lower markets. The Cumberland region 
continues to turn out a large weekly tonnage, 
and there is now a good demand for this coal at 
about previous quotations. Clearfield ccal deal- 
ers and operators report a good demand upon 
them, and the range of prices noted in our last 
may be said to continue.” Quotations of Lehigh 
Coal at New York shipping points are: Lump, 
$4; Broken, $3.35; Egg, $3.35; Stove, $3 75, and
